Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Tamte and Mr. Olson discussed minimal reference to PET in 
Buntin, Buntin's teachings of degradation and high i.v. polymers (see abstract), the claimed process's product's 
dimensional stability (showed product and a comparison product) and chain-extended crystallization, and showed 
Fakirov's teachings of low i.v. PET.

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt.
